SIR JAMES TALBOT POWER. D.L. 
We deeply. regret to annoynce the death, 
which occurred: yesterday at Leopardstown 
Park, County Dublin, of Sir James T 
Power, D.L.. The news of the death of thi 
universally respected gentleman. will be re- 
ceived with feelings of great sorrow by his 
fellow-citizens. By all be was known as em- 
bodying the very best traditions of kindliness, 
hospitelity, and unobtrusive charity—a blend 
of ities rare in men. Succeeding, with 
his her, Mr. Thomas Talbot Power, to the 
headship of the ag distillery which bears 
the family name, Sir J@mes Talbot Power had 
long ‘held a representative and honoured posi- 
tion in ‘the councils of Dublin merchants, and 
in a vari i of ways his good work has as- 
serted iteel in the interest of the community 
at large. “Born in the year 1851, he was the 
eon of Sir James Power, the-second baronet of 
the Power name. is mother was. Jane, 
ne eee AR 
Was edacated at St. ry a 
reg Oscott [and by virtue of that associa- 
tion Was President of the Oscotian Society in 
1907-8). His association with the omas 
distillery dated from 1870, and since 
he has taken a leading part in the 
carrying on of the business of the concern. 
He sucteeded his nephew as the fifth baronet 
on 4th mber, 1914. To bis keen business

severe resistance. To their astonishment, they 
entereg without opposition worth mentioning, 
and made twenty-five prisoners. A look round’ 
soon explained the reason why. The fierceness 
of the prélininary bombardment had rendered 
the place practically untemable to the Ger- 
mans. its value to our offensive as an aó- 
vanced post is substantial. 

GALLANTRY OF OUR TROOPS. 

I was also told that the important point 
d'apyui. of Montauban had ieee heavil 
counter-attacked during the night, two fres 
enemy divisions having, it was believed, been 
broughteup for the purpose. suffered 
severely béfore they were finally repulsea. The 
Germans have drawn in all their local reserves 
to-meet the offensive, and are believed to be 
bringing up further reinforcements from more 
distant places, but upon this the Allied hich 
command will, doubtless, have counted in 
making their plans.

The first National Factory (shell), founded 
in November, 1916, and now fully. equipped 
for the manufacture of a certain type of shell, 
has achieved since December a growing out- 
put. 

To this establishment a second factory has 
now been added, and is being independently 
equipped for the manufacture of a heavier 
type of shell, for which machines are being 
installed. 

The construction of the building for a third 
central National Factory (fuse) is approach- 
ing completion.

On the vote of £14,957,149 for the salaries

Mr. J. A. PEASE (Postmaster-General)}, in 
submitting the vote, said the war expenditure 
and the normal expenditure of the Post Uffice 
were so intertwined that it was difficult to} 
make comparisons with previous years. The 
increased charging on ‘postal letters was not 
productive of a large amount of revenue, be- 
cause 86 per cent. of the letters posted were 
“eo ounce. This and the increase the rate 
of newspaper, postage was expected to pro- 
duce a revenue of £438,000 As.a matter of 
fact the amount realised was £470,000. The 
addition to the parcels rate had produced un- 
expected revenue. Instead of £90,000 it had 
produced £170,000. From the increased 
poundage on tal orders the estimated 
revenue was £25,000, but the actual yield 
had been £54,000. The surcharge of ód. on 
telegrams was expected to yield £170,000, 
and although there had been a reduction of 
25 per cent. in the number of telegrams sent, 
from a revenue point of view the charge had 
been. justified, because it had roduced 

,000, as against the estimated £170,000.

After. careful investigation~he had thought it 
necessary to discharge two or three of the 
staff.

TELEGRAPHS DAMAGED BY STORM. 

Reíerring to the damage caused by the great 
storm in March, the macht hon. gentleman 
said 2,150 poles were broken, 6,050 uprooted, 
and 33,300 blown over. These aid not in- 
clude poles on railway tracks. The copper 
wire broken into comparatively small frag- 
ments measured in length 17,000 miles. ‘Lhe 
work of repair was proceeding as rapidly as 
possible, but he did not think it could he 
completed before Christmas, in view of the 
shortage of labour. Underground communi 
cation had done a great deal to save the 
situation, and after the war he hoped to have 
underground communication with ‘such places 
as Northampton, Leicester, Nottingham, 
Sheffield, and Leeds.

land. Insufficent attention appears to have 
been paid to the state of affairs in Lreland in 
both Houses of Parliament.

EFFECT OF COMPULSORY SERVICE. 


The question of the application of compul- ' 


sary service gave a great stimulus to the Irish 
Volunteer movement in the autumn of 1915, 
and shortly before the recent outbreak the 
number of Irish Volunteers was estimated by 
the police authorities$ to be about 15,000, 
armed with over 1,800 rifles, and about the 
same number of shot guns and pistols. 

During the greater part of this period the 
Citizen Army remained distinct 
Irish Volunteers. The movement which led 
to the formation of the former body, com- 
posed chiefly of Dublin workmen, was to a 
iarge extent inspired by anarchist sentiment 
based’ on Irish discontent. The leader was 
James Connolly, who is described as a man 
of great energy and ability. By the month 
of November, 1915, it was known that the 
two bodies were acting in combination in 
Dublin. 

In the newspaper, The Worker’: Republic, 
edited by James Connolly, the loflewing 
passage occurs: 

“The Irish Citizen Army was the first pub- 
licly organised armed citizen force south of

On the 12th February, 1915, a further re- 
port was submitted, in which it was stated 
that at certain meetings of the Irish Republi- 
can Brotherhood in Tyrone members were re- 
minded of the opportunity afforded by the 
present crisis to strike a blow for the inde- 
pendence of Ireland, and they were promised 
arms and ammunition when the time arrived. 

At certain places in County Wexford, after 
the promulgation of military orders under 
the Defence of the Realm Act for the action 
of the inhabitants in the event of an invasion, 
counter-notices were: placarded calling on the 
people to disobey the orders issued, and to 
welcome‘the German troops as friends. 


MONEY FROM AMERICA.

CONCLUSIONS. 


The following are the conclusions arrived at 


cruiting, and they could only aid in the sup- 
pression of disorder when duly called on by 
the civil power.

GERMANY AND IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—In December last the German Foreign 
Office circulated a pamphlet in America from 
the pen of Count Reventiow. It was trans- 
lated into English, and “ printed for private 
circulation only” among Irish-Americans. The 
following extract from the pamphlet was pub- 
lished in the New York World :— : 

“Germany is fighting for her own exist- 
ence; she is fighting also for the liberation of 
the world. The great day oí hberation will 
surely come sooner or later. The conditio 
sine qua non of that liberation is the destruc- 
tion of Britain’s maritime supremacy, for as 
long as Britain rules the waves humanity must 
remain her slave. This.is fundamental truth, 
and another fundamental truth is that 
Britain’s maritime supremacy cannot be de- 
stroyed until Ireland is a free country. So 
long as Ireland remains a British- Colony—or 
rather a British fortress—Britain can at any 
time shat off the whole of Northern and 
Eastern Europe from all access to the ocean, 
even as by means of Gibraltar, Port Said, 
and Aden she can close the Mediterranean.
